When It I» Not Criminal to Sell 


Liquor to Indiana. 
ND, Or., August 7.—Judge Bel- 


linger thia morning rendered an im- 
portant decision in the caaes of Thomas 
Hawks and Edward Kline, charged with 
telling liquor to Indiana. lie decided 
that the allotment of lands in severally 
to Indiana bad the effect of removing 
tneui from under the charge of Indian 
agents, and gave them standing aa 
American citizens. As euch the United 
States lawa governing Indian wards of 
the government do not apply to them, 
and the telling of liquor to an Indian 
who la not in charge of the United 
States Indian agent la not punishable 
under the United States 
statutes. 


The decision has a precedent, the opin- 
ion of Judge Hanford in an Indian case 
of another character in 1892, but it in 
the first decision to thia effect in a case 
directly in point.

A 
mob of the strikers would not permit 
them to pass and the laborer had to re- 
turn to the plant and siay there. 


The strikers are in an angry frame of 


mind. Entrances to the packing houses 
Are guarded by the strikers with an 
armed force of men, with clubs, revol- 
vers and stouea. Mayor Johnson pre-

SUSPENDED IN AIR. 


Singular Mirage Effects On the 


West Side. 


Travelers going to San Francisco dur- 


ing the day, in the Bummer ^season, can 
hardly fail' to notice the singular optical 
illusions produced by the heated stratum 
of air over the plains on the Weal Side. 
The impression produced in that large 
sheets of water extend over an area 
parallel to the track and about three 
miles distant from the observer. Trees 
and houses seem to be standing on 
ridges very slightly elevated above the 
water, and it is even possible to trace an 
appearance as if their shadows were re- 
flected in the shining expanse.

JuTlge Austin's court yesterday, the 
question of granting a jury trial, as de- 
manded hy the defendants, was about to 
be decided hy the court in favor of 
granting the jury as demanded. But, 
by consent ol the counsel for tho prose- 
cution aud the defendant, it waa agrt-ed 
that the court should refuse a jury, ia 
order that the defendant might proceed 
by mandamus in the superior court 
against the justice, aa respondent, to 
compel tbe granting of a jury trial; and, 
in event of a deeiaijii by the superior 
judge adverse to the jury, then an ap- 
peal direct to the supreme court from 
the superior court would permit the 
question to be finally determined by tbe 
court of last resort. But, after consult- 
ing the board 
of 
supervisors, Mr. 


Hinds, attorney for thu prosecution, 
concluded to withdraw hie 'consent to 
this arrangement. 


Justice Austin will this morning order 


a jury for the trial of the first cast), aad 
it will bo proceeded with in tbe regular 
way. Iu case of a conviction, W. IX 
Tupper, attorney for the saloon men, 
will n'rst appeal "direct t'i the superior 
ourt, upon & bill of exceptions, and 
hereby havtt all the points of his de- 
tiurrer passed upon by the superior 
ourt. And, in i-aae of tulirwtuict; of the 
udgwent of conviction by the superior 
ourt, he will then permit the dcfend- 


it to go to jail, and sue ont a writ of 
LbeiiH corpus m the supreme court, 
nil in that way test the conautution- 
lity of the whole ordinance in the su- 
reme court.

There have been 
ouie decisions in tlie courts of other 
tales which would seem to indicate 
hat the defendant is not entitled to de- 
mand a jury trial when there has been 
nly a violation of a municipal ordi- 
ance. He was satisfied that Mr. Hinds 
ms presenting the matter in good faith, 
ut if this court should grant a jury 
rial, no matfr what the result might 
e, there would be no possibility of hav- 
ng a higher court pass on tlie question. 
f, however, the jury trial should be re- 
used, the statute authorizes a suit by 
mandamus command inn tlie court to 
rant a jury trial.

A Proportion to Utilize Horse 


Power for the Purpose. 


From theTulire Re*iii*r. 


The railroad freight charges on ship- 


ping beans from BakerifieM to Han- 
ford ia |7 20 per ton. A Chinaman 
raised a crop down at BakersfieH and 
wanted the crop transported here. The 
freights being exorbitant, he employed 
W. S. Camp to haul it here, which hfc 
did with inn horses and two men, mak- 
ing wages of $S per day.—Hnnford Sen- 
tinel. 


The perusal of the foregoing put us 


in the mind to figure a little to see if 
there is not something for our men who 
havo good teams suitable for hauling on 
the road to make an honest dollar until 
times tiet better, and the more wo figure 
the better appears the outlook for run- 
ning a successful opposition to the South- 
ern Paciiiu Company in hauling uooda to 
and from Stockton by team. Here are 
tbe figures. See what you can make of 
them: 


From Tulare to Stockton by wagon 


road it is an even 150 miles, or not 
enough more than that ?o that a loaded 
team cannot make a round trip every 
two weekg, resting on Sundays and still 
having time to load and unload. A a-s- 
liorse or six-mule team, with trail

A Proposition to Utilize Horw 


Power for tbe Purpose.

The railroad freight charges on tnip- 


ping bean* from Bakercfield to H»n- 
ford is $720 per ton. A Chiuainau 
raised a crop down at Bakersfield and 
wanted the crop transported here. The 
freights being exorbitant, he employed 
W. S. Camp t<> haul it here, which he 
did with ton horses and two men, mak- 
ing wages of $S per day.—Hanford Sen- 
tinel. 


The perusal of the foregoing put us 


in the mind to figure a little to see if 
there ia not something for our men who 
have good teams suitable for hauling on 
the road to make an honest dollar until 
times get better, and the more we figure 
the better appears the outlook for run- 
ning a successful opposition to the South- 
ern Pacific Company in hauling irooda to 
and from Stockton by team. Here are 
tbe figures. See what you can make of 
them: 


From Tulare to Stockton by wagon 


road it is an even ISO miles, or not 
enough more than that so that a loaded 
team cannot make & round trip every 
two weekti, resting ou Sundays and stilt 
having time to loud and unload. A su- 
horae or eix-mulft team, with trail 
wagon, will pull Uve tons over this road

OXB BLOCK FOB BOTH HOIB£S 


A Xuraber of Good LoeatlocB Offered 


for School Sites—Miscellane- 


ous Business Transacted. 


The board of education have had 


quite a eiege of tale on account of tbe 
important matters before them, and 
now Eome of the members'of the board 
are eagerly looking forward to the time 
when they can enjoy at least a part of - 
the heated term ia some other pUco 
than Fresno. To expedite matters two 
meetiiiKS were held yesterday, and con- 
siderable business waa transacted. The 
moat important was the final decision, 
concerning tbe location of the proposed 
liigh school, and the whitaschool build- 
ing.

in the city clerk's room, as the hall was 
occupied by the city council, in their 
regular meeting. 
Chairman Church, 


lio waa absent from the afternoon, 
jeetiug, was present nnd the bids were 
read again. They were located on the 
•ity map and the. localities of the vari- 
)ii3 site were freely discussed. It was 
Icciiled that the bid made, by H. F. 
Hedges was the mnet liberal. A motion 
was made by H ad-ell, and eeconded by 
Church, to accept the bid of Mr. Hedges 
For $3000.

There 
sro nevera! linea ol agricultural produc- 
tion, in fact, which promise better re- 
turns th»n wheat farminR at the present 
time, but with a more varied ayetem of 
farming, that would again become profit- 
able (or the reason suggested. 


they will be destroyed, and that the wise, 
the industrious and the accumulative 
will ever place themselves on a common 
footing with the foolish, the profligate 
and the indolent. 


The evil which most result from this 


strained and exhaustive reaching after 
the unattainable is obvious. The minds 
ol great masses of people are taken 
away from requirements of actual, ex- 
isting conditions. With their eyea 6ied 
upon the (stars they are blundering and 
floundering among obstructions to pros- 
perity which they should assist in re- 
moving. Worse than this, a wide een- 
timent of discontent with the principles 
of a free government are engendered, 
and a discontented, unhappy class o! 
people can neither be pood nor prosper- 
3UB citizens. Theories 
which beget 


hato and discontent destroy prosperity. 
It will not be arcued, of course, that 
there have not been recent causes for 
disaatisfaction, but this spirit of unreal 
had ita inception m this country in the 
midst ot a condition of prosperity—a 
prosperity of the laboring and buaineae 
classes—greater than was ever known 
in any country. It began with the in- 
sidious growth of the eosialifitic idea, 
and will not end until that theory has 
been effectually exploded. 


Some digressions from the original 


plan upon which this republic wae 
founded by the patriot fathers may 
become necessary by requirements of 
business and industrial development, 
but they will be slight indeed compared 
to the revolutionary doctrines of the 
state- socialists. The immortal princi- 
ples of a Rovernment which will protect 


patriotic, and consequently they aro not 
in sympathy with recent developmenti 
in the party with which they have af- 
filiated. They see that the dreamers 
and the demagogues, the agitators imd 
the law-despising have gained control, 
and they are turning by hundreds to 
safer ground upon which to mato their 
contest for better government. 


While the gains of the Populist partr 


in numbers daring the paflt few months 
hae been greater than its lessea, its low 
of influence and of intelligent, patriotic 
membership far outweighs its imsrc*6e 
in numbers. American citiaena worthy 
of bearing the responsibilities of a, free 
government view with distrust the 
growing vagaries of the party, and with 
alarm the aid and comfort which it is 
extending to the elements ol turbulence 
and disorder. They know that tUeee 
things do not promote prosperity, bat 
destroy it; do not cultivate patriotism, 
but weaken it; do not narrow tbe 
breach between capital and labor, but 
widen and deepen it. They breed every- 
where envy, hate and class distinction 
where there should be co-operation and 
a feeling of mntual dependence, 
for 


these reasons the Populist movement 
will fail and fail speedily. 


THE rat am growers who faila to joi* 


with hia fellow producers in the organ- 
ization to npbold prices and secure an 
ioneat pack, will make a serioui mis- 
take. The co-operation of all the grow- 
ers ifl needed to make the undertaking a 
complete success, and those who stay 
out with the selfish idea in view that 
o 
they will bebeneflted equally by the en- 
terprise without sharing ita responsi- 
bilities are likely to find themselvoB 
mistaken. Now is the time -when the 
co-operation of all the growers, as well 
as the packers, is necessary, and no far- 
ther time should be lost by thoee who 
have not yet joined hands with their 
neighbors for the common good. Thoeet 
who have not already signed fibonld do 
so at once. Make the compact solid 
and living prices will be had without 
doubt. 
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its citizens in tlieir 
constitutional 


rights, bnt will leave to every man the 
privilege and the duty to work out his 
individual welfare, will prevail while 
the government exists. The duty ^ of 
the government will begin and end with 
the protection of the people in their 
livee, their-property and their pursuit 
of happiness, and the eooner the people 
settle down to the conviction that this 
IB the legitimate function of govern- 
ment and that it is their highest duty 
and privilege to assist in building it up 
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into.

When the meeting came to order yes- 


terday auerm>on, several architects 
were present who had not explained 
their revised plans to the board. They 
were granted the privilege on a motion. 
At the conclusion of the examinations 
balloting waa begun, each member vot- 
ing for four plans as his choice. The 
result was that eight out of the plans 
received one or more votes. On a mo- 
tion a second ballot was taken, eacl: 
member a^ain voting for four plans, and 
all those receiving Itwa thun tlirew votes 
were dropped. This action left but 
three men in the field—U. F. Costerisan 
of Salt Lake City, L. S. Sumo of tiau 
Francisco and H. A. Thomas of Fresno.

An hour's 
recesa followed, in order to allow the 
board to mure carefully inspect and 
compart) the merits of the three plans.

Tbe County Should Be Bonded foi 


5600,000-Otie Year's Freight 


Charges Would Build It. 


roai Eaturdav-B Daily. 
Chairmuu Lttciier of the Board of Su- 


pervisors is emphatic iu his declara- 
tions that the valley road to Bakerslield 
cannot be commenced too soon. 


"Two years ago," said he, "I claimed 


that the only relief tbe people would 
ever begin to receive in the line of a re- 
duction of freights would be by a rail- 
road owned by the county. I obtained 
statistical information and found that 
the county paid out over $600,000 an- 
nually for out^oirjjt freights; that is a 
solid fact. T. C. White helped me to 
gather the information. I then pub- 
lished an article upon the subject. It 
was takeii up by the Kan Francisco 
Chronicle, and there being soute doubt 
about a legal question, DB Young wrote 
me n private letter in which ho said that 
we could construct that road. 


"About that time the Pollasky effort 


was made. That road was built, and of 
course, the people being interested iu it 
the other waa dropped. 


"The Pollasky road was put through 


successfully, but has benefited nobudy. 
The ?u'00,000 paid for outgoing freights 
will build aroiid to the county line from 
end to end, and of course the other 
counties would similarly build u section 
through their own limits. In my opin- 
ion tlie road can be built and ought to 
be built. With that road, instead of 
paying foO for each flat car to transport 
our wheat, it could be done for |U.50 
und leave all the margin wanted for the 
county. 
"To bond the county for that amount 


ol $600,000 and borrow It at 6 per cent 
will simply make the people of this 
coimty rich in twenty years. It don't 
tnku much fianrinjj tonawi-tain the fact. 


"I will do all in my power to heir, 


such a proposition. I am in favor 01 
bonding the county for tbe amount ol 
money newssary to construct this road 
and believe it will be the only relief the 
people will ever net in the premiees." 


Supervisor Foster said briefly: "3 


am interested to a certain extent in the 
canal project, but if this should hap- 
pen to fall through then I should favor 
the plan of building the proposed road 
through the valley AS the next source oi 
relief to our people. 


"The road should be owned and con- 


trolled by the people of the valley and 
the counties through which it runs. 
The absolute saving hi freight alone 
would build the railroad in one year 
It is no use talking. It is no use for 
people tn sit and i-o to sleep. The rail- 
road ought to be built."

M. l>routllac, who presided over the 


court, is the judge who drew much crit- 


in upon himself by condemning the 


hill for tlie suppression of anarchistic 


me, which was recently passed by the 


chambers. 


A platoon of cavalry surrounded the 


prison van as it was driven at a gallop 
from the prison at St. Paul to the court 
ticuse, around which waa a double 
cordon of troops. 


When the reading of the indictment 


waj finished the names of thirty wit- 
ne?ses were called, and the presiding 
jml^e began to question the accused. 
The judge recited the known facts about 
the family of ihe prisoner, the latter an- 
9iverinur. "Juat EO; I never had a dia- 
JIM to with any one " 


The president continued, "How about 


your morality?" 


"I suppose it is about the name aa 


that of any other younu man," replied 
tLe prisoner, limiting sliuhtly. 


I understand yon liesim to pass as 


an ascetic," eaid the jud^e, "but that is 
not correct, aa we have evidence from 
the Cette. hospital that you have not 
always had a horror of woni^n. But," 
continued Brouillae, "what is import- 
ant ia to know whether you were respon- 
sible for your actions " 


The prisoner here cried out with great 


animation,''Yes sir, 1 aiu responsible 
for my actions. I have never been ill." 


Replying to further questions he eaid 


that not one of his family had been 
weat minded. 


The presiding Judge then said : "Since 


your arrest did you write to your mother 
saving that you killed the Preaident 
from anarchistic motives? Are these 
your words?" 


"Yea," replied Santo with indiffer- 
tice.

Milan. Santo 


panned and executed the deed for 
which he is now on trial. 


i rpply to the Judge's questions ID re- 


gard to hie childhood aid his taking 
part in religions processions, Santo an- 
swered mockingly: "Children do not 
know what they are doinjt." 


The Judge then examined Santo at 


length as to his connection with an- 
archy. The president eaid: "Your 
family tried to wean you from those hor- 
rible doctrines?" 


"I love uiy mother," the prisoner re-

the general and uniform standard, anc 
does not put bad raisins under goot 
brands. This has been one of the ob- 
stacles in the way of successfully mar- 
keting the raisins of Fresno ronnty; 
and it will be one of the tirst objects o: 
the association to see that nothing o 
the kind occura. When raisins are sent 
to market under a certain brand, the 
stuff in thu boxes must he just what the 
brand says it is.

At the meeting yesterday -T. C. While 
received the appointment, and will en 
tcr upon th» duties .o.f hia olfice, pro- 
vided satisfactory 
arrangements are

For ilia pidt wwk the domestic trou 


blea of Desire Jausfiaud, a vineyardis 
working on the Borullo ranch oa shares 
have beeu freely ventilated in the n 
papers. They had to be BO veutiiatet 
because of tbe fact that the matter came 
oat in court in an action for threats 
•gainst life. 


It ended in two fights between Jaus 


gaud aud Jainea P. Kelly, whom JHUB 
saud charged witli unuue intimacy witl 
his wife. The woman left her home ant 
came to town, as ehe aaye, because o 
her husband's threats. Kelly atx-oux 
vanfeti her. and the children were sent 
to Mrs. Dunleavy'a county orphanage. 


Poor Jiiu.-fl<iiul coulu bear Uiu eirain 


no longer. YeuUjnlay nioraiug he was 
foaad wulturiiig in blooj at the door o 
his own lioiue, just breathing bis last 
and with a razor buried deep in a gaal 
that severed hia throat nearly from ear 
to ear. The body was taken to the 
morgue, aud at 1:30 p.m. au inqi 
was held. 


It lasted over two hoars, and during 


this time probably over 200 flight-seer; 
passed through the jury chamber to 
feast their eyes on the horrible spec- 
tacle in the roar. Among those who 
vent through with the crowd waa 
Jamei V. Kelly, who occupied auch a 
prominent place in the happenings be- 
fore the tragedy, and for wuom the po- 
lice had boua assiduously searching to 
secure hia attendance *aa a wltuea. 
Coroner Stephens waa at once uoiitied 
that he wxs in tbe rear of the building, 
and ran back for him just aa Kelly waa 
passing out at the back door alter a 
glance at the remains of the man whose 
house had been left desolate. Some ir- 
reaiBtible impulse had doubtless drawn 
Kelly to the d«uth chain bur; at all 
events it secured the attendance of the 
man who waa able, above all otbera, to 
throw light on the tragedy. 


The jury answered to thfiir names a: 


follows: E. K. Sylvenia, W. L. Hill, J. 
A. Plyler, K. H Lloyd, George 0. Dun- 
can, Harry Oppenheimer. 


Fraut liurrt-tlo was the first witness 


called. He eaid: "Jaussuud lived at 
my vineyard west of the Barton Ranch ; 
he had it on ahares. Ho hud been there 
since the eaa of January of the present 
year, and had a wife and three cuil- 
dren. This morning between 4 and 5 
o'clock he cauie to uiy house, and said a 
man uuuicd Kelly wan down to hia house. 
1 asked him ii there was any row ue- 
tween them, aud he said no. I then 
asked him why ho did tiot bounce Kelly 
from, the ranch, lie aaid KelJy hud 
come down on liis bicycle, and lie"(Jaua- 
sautt) had left the children in his care. 
I told Jauaaaud to go home, and 
I would bo over there presently. About 
0 o'clock I got up and went to town. 
1 asked Mr. Lauiulhe to drive me over to 
Jaueaant's place. After having taken 
brtukfaat wo drove off to the ranch aud 
found nobody tliere. I went into Jas- 
aard'a Jiouse and found it (Inserted. Ae I 
came out 1 noticed a woman and a fat 
boy go in and got a bundle of clothes, 
which they said was thmra, and they 
went away. I got into the buggy with 
Lamothe and folk- red them. 


"When we reached a point in liel- 


mont avenue near the house of » man 
named Poole I saw the same woman 
and boy who bad come out of Jaussaud'a 
noose and them I saw Jaiiasaud "himself 
came driving down toward hia house, 
about a quarter of a mile away. Aa he 
came closer I noticed that his head was 
kind of hanging ov;r the eide and ha 
seemed to be drawing something that 
looked like a knife across his throat. I 
thought at first ho was vomiting. He 
turned 
liifl 
head- away so that I 


could hardly see his face, but he looked 
like s craey man. I jumped ouu of the 
boggy, but just then he made a motion 
with the lines and the horse started off 
faster than I could catch him. I said to 
Lamotte that we had better go to the 
city and tell the officera. 
When I got 


cloae to JaiiSBaud I SAW the blood pour- 
ing out in streams. 


•'1 wwnt to the city and told the offi- 


cer myself. When I got back to Jas- 
Baiirl'H place I eaw him lying at hia own 
door dead, aud bis horse trying to get 
into tho barn. He hud a gash in his 
throat, and there waa blood all aloujj 
the road. Mrs. Jauss?ud was not there, 
neither waa Kelly. 
I don't know 


Kelly. Jauesaud and his wife did not 
seem to bo living happily together the 
last week or HO. I did not notice any 
aigna of mental trouble in him before 
this. He was a good, industrious man. 
The day before he told me he Imd been 
eick all night, and his child, too; aud he 
thought some poison had been put in 
the coffee or something else he had 
been drinking.

spoken for. The ward building, to- 
gether with the heating apparatus and 
other incidentals, will bring the figure 
up to about $10,000. 
It ia highly 


probable that the construction of the 
high school building will require the 
full amount of the approptuttion of 
$45,000, while it will take $8.000 to 
$10,000 to put iu a heating apparatus. 
Thia will leave from $10,000 to $12,000 
for incidentals. 


Iu order to ascertain the sentiment of 


property owners and business men iu 
the city, a REPUBLICAN' reporter inter- 
viewed a number of citizens yesterday. 
They were usked their opinion as to the 
advisability of locating the high school 
building on the same block with the 
Central building, provided the latter 
was moved to one corner of theblnuk. 
They were also asked if they thought 
the ach >ol board would be juntilied, iu 
the minds of the taxpayers, iu the ex- 
penditure of from $2000 to $8000 to pur- 
chase a site for the high eciiool or Cen- 
tral 
school building. The following 


opinions on the subject were expressed 
by those interviewed yesterday:
